The recent activity in Baroque music performance and scholarship has provided musicians with an 
increased awareness of the stylistic aspects of the Baroque period. A similar enthusiasm is emerging to 
explore the principles of authentic performance practice in music of the late eighteenth and nineteenth 


centuries. 


The nineteenth century was a time of tremendous experimentation in instrument construction, paralleled 
by an unprecedented level of activity in orchestral composition. In the early 1800's, flutists played keyed, 
wooden instruments which were the direct descendents of the Baroque flute. Our modern flute was 
developed by Theobald Boehm in 1847, but it was by no means accepted as the standard orchestral 
instrument in Europe until well into the twentieth century. Not only were symphonists such as 
Beethoven, Schubert, Schumann and Mendelssohn composing for the old system flute, but many later 
nineteenth century composers (Wagner, Brahms) actually preferred the old flute to our modern one, and 
wrote with the older instrument in mind. 


Amy Hamilton has completed extensive research in this field, and has developed a presentation which 
includes commentary interspersed with orchestral excerpts and solo works performed on period 
:sntruments. The evolution of flute construction is discussed from the perspective of famous nineteenth 
century flutists. In addition, the interaction between these flutists and prominent composers and 


conductors is explored in detail. 


To understand the effect that instrument construction and performance practice had upon the composers 
who produced so much of our standard symphonic repertoire is not only interesting, but essential in 
gaining a complete realization of the composer's intent. This information is valuable not only to flutists, 
but to all musicians who are involved in the interpretation of nineteenth century music. 


Amy Hamilton received a Bachelor of Music Degree and Performer's Certificate in Flute from the 
Eastman School of Music, a Master of Music degree from Indiana University, and a Doctorate in Flute 
Performance from Northwestern University. She has performed extensively in orchestras throughout 
North Anerica, and is currently a member of the Music Faculty of Wilfrid Laurier University in Waterloo.

GERMANY AND AUSTRIA 


Johann Georg Tromlitz--Leipzig flutist in late 1700's. Added 
C and long F keys to the flute. He wrote Unterricht der Flote 


zu Spielen in 1791. 


Georg Bayr--Prominent Viennese flutist during the early 1800's. 
Played many Beethoven premiers. Preferred a multi-keyed flute with 
extended foot joint. 


Karl Grenser--Was ist flute in the Gewandhaus Orchestra 1827- 
1855. Played many Mendelssohn and Schumann premieres under the 
direction of Mendelssohn. Played an 8-keyed wooden flute, 


A.B. Furstenau--ist flute in Dresden 1820-1852 under Carl Maria 
von Weber and Richard Wagner. Played and 8-keyed wooden flute, 


THEOBALD BOEHM--Munich flutist and instrument maker 1812-1881. 
Developed the modern flute 1832-1847. 


Wilhelm Barge--He became ist flute in the Gewandhaus Orchestra in 
1867. Played only the 3-keyed, conical wooden flute. 


Maximilian Schwedler--Followed Barge as ist flute in the Gewandhaus 
Orchestra, and developed the "German Reform Flute" based on the 
old system conical wooden flute, 


Moritz Furstenau--Son of A.B. Furstenau, and switched to the Boehm 
1832 flute. He was required to change back to the old system flute 
in order to succeed his father as ist flute in Dresden, 


Franz Doppler--ist flute in the Vienna Philharmonic, 1858-1879. 
Teacher -the Vienna Conservatory, and played old system conical 
wooden flutes. Premiered many worksof Brahms, 


Rudolf Tillmetz--ist flute in Munich 1864-1897, Played the 
Boehm 1832 flute until 1884, then switched to a wooden Boehm 1847 flute. 


ENGLAND 


Charles Nicholson--Popular flutist in London in the 1820's. 
Enlarged tone holes to produce a fuller sound. Technically flam- 
boyant performer, ist flute in Kings Theater Orchestra 1823-1837. 


Jose Ribas--Followed Nicholson as ist flute in the Kings Theater 
Orchestra in 1837. Mendelssohn was influenced by his double-tonguing 
skills, He participated in the British premieres of many Mendelssohn 
works, 


R. Carte, J. Clinton, S. Pratten, R. Rockstro--Late 19th century 
flutists who modified Boehm's 1847 flute to accommodate old fingering 
system, 


FRANCE 


Louis Drouet--Popular French flutist in the 1820's-1830's with 
an international solo career. Advocated modern double-tonging, 
and worked with Mendelssohn. 


Camus, L. Dorus--Two prominent French flutists who were among 
the first to switch to the Boehm flute in the 1830's. 


Jean-Louis Tulou--ist flute in the Paris Opera Orchestra in the 
1820's and 1830's. He would not switch to the Boehm 1832 flute, 
and wrote a method book for the old flute in 1835. 


Vincent Dorus--Leading French flutist in the 1850's. Appointed 
instructor at the Paris Conservatory in the 1860's. Played a 
silver 1847 Boehm flute. 


Paul Taffanel--Appointed ist flute in the Paris Opera Orchestra in 
1867. Became a leading virtuoso on the Boehm silver 1847 flute.

Born in Moscow in 1932, Rodion Shchedrin is considered by many to be the most outstanding composer in the USSR today. 
He studied piano and composition at the Moscow Conservatoire, graduating with honours. 


Although a household name in the USSR, Shchedrin's music has not been widely performed in the West because of the 
isolation of his country. This is a situation which is now, however, changing very quickly. In 1988, there was a major music 
festival in Boston devoted to Soviet and American music at which his most major opera to date, Dead Souls, and his last 
three major ballets were presented. Rodion Shchedrin was invited to compose a work for the centenary of the Chicago 
Symphony, and was recently commissioned to write a full-length opera for the new Opera House in Paris. 


In 1976, Shchedrin was elected to succeed Dmitri Shostakovich as Chairman of the Union of Composers of the RSFSR. He 
has campaigned extensively on behalf of Russian composers for greater freedom in creative matters and for international 
musical exchanges. 

This is Rodion Shchedrin's third trip to Canada. On January 27, the Calgary Philharmonic Orchestra programmed an all- 
Shchedrin concert, at which the composer performed his Piano Concerto No. 1. His trip also includes lectures at six 
Canadian universities, masterclasses at the Banff Centre, and a recital of his piano music performed by Charles Foreman and 


recorded by the CBC. Rodion Shchedrin has been brought to Canada by The Glenn Gould Foundation to be a member of the 
international jury for The Glenn Gould Prize. 


Rodion Shchedrin's lecture at the University of Toronto is presented with the Canadian Music Centre in association with the 
Glenn Gould Foundation. His lecture will be delivered in Russian, and interpreted into English.

Edward B. Manning (1874-1948): Piano Trio, Op.11 


Little biographical data exists about Edward Betts Manning. He was 
the second violinist of the Mozart String Quartette of Saint John, New 
Brunswick, in the 1890s. His Six Limericks for voice and piano were 
published in 1911 by Boosey and Co. of New York. The Year Book of Can- 
adian Art, 1913, reported: 'Mr Manning has written a number of very 
beautiful songs, and has attained no small success in the larger 
forms of musical writing. He resides in New York.' In addition to brief 
notices in reference books, two biographical skeetches of Manning 
exist, one by his wife Elizabeth Matthew Manning and one by his nephew 
George Matthew Jr. The two disagree in some details, beginning with the 
place of birth, which Elizabeth Manning gives as Prince Edward Island 
and George Matthew Jr locates in Saint John. The Mannings' marriage cer- 
tificate in fact gives New Brunswick as Edward Manning's province of 
birth. The two accounts do agree on the following: 


After early studies in law, Manning went to New York and studied 
harmony with Edward MacDowell and violin with Henry Schradieck. He 
married the pianist Elizabeth Matthew of Saint John in 1904, and soon 
thereafter taught at the Oberlin Conservatory for a few years. After a 
period of study with Humperdinck in Berlin, he taught at Columbia 
University. He was also a music supervisor for the New York City Public 
Schools. In addition to the Piano Trio he wrote many songs, an opera 
Rip Van Winkle and a operetta Blackbeard. (Manning is listed in Col- 
umbia University calendars as co-director with Cornelius Riibner of the 
University Orchestra from 1914 to 1916 and as an ear. training and 
dictation instructor from 1916 to 1919.) 


Forthcoming volumes of The Canadian Musical Heritage will include 
works by Manning--excerpts from Rip Van Winkle in Volume 10 and 
a selection of songs in Volume 13. The Piano Trio is reproduced in 
Volume 11 of the series, published in 1989. The work received what. x 
may have been its first public performance in Ottawa by the 
Alexandria Trio in the summer of 1989. 


An exact dating for Manning's Trio, Opus 11, has not yet been es- 
tablished, but it is thought to have been written early in this cen- 
tury. Manning revised the piece several times during his life. The 
last revisions are dated 1943, just five years before his death. The 
work was played in private by the Manning family, but it is not known 
when, if ever, it was performed in public when the composer was alive. 


Through his association with MacDowell, and judging by the musical 
style of the Trio, Edward Manning might be considered a fringe member 
of that group of U. S. composers born in the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century known collectively as the Second New England School, sometimes 
referred to as the ‘Boston academics' or ‘Boston classicists.' In common 
with many of these New England composers, Manning underwent a period of 
study in Europe, and in his music emulated those nineteenth-century 
classicists who looked to Brahms as their model of musical style. The 
influence of Brahms is evident in the Trio, most notably in the slow 
movement, whose first theme is similar to the cello solo that opens 
the third movement of Brahms' Piano Concerto no.2. 


It is surprising that Manning's Trio has been almost totally ne- 
glected. It is a well-balanced work, with three substantial movements 
and a good deal of interesting material for all three instruments. The 
large-scale structures, though unadventurous, are skilfully handled, the 
themes are striking and memorable, and are Supported by well-chosen 
late-Romantic harmonies.
